With  500  feet  more  of  hose  and  a  stean)  pump,  in  the  pump- 
ing station,  to  be  used  in  case  of  the  power  pump  breaking  down, 
in  case  of  a  hard  fire,  we  think  our  protection  from  fire  will  be 
as  complete  as  it  can  well  be. 

The  firewards,  in  fact  all  the  fire  department,  wish  to  express 
their  entire  satisfaction  with  the  water  supply,  afforded,  by  the 
town  system  of  water  works.  We  have  hydrants  at  all  needed 
points,  from  which  our  hose  cover  the  whole  compact  part  of 
the  tov^^n.  We  have  thoroughly  tested  the  capacity  and  force 
of  the  hydrant  service,  and  hartily  congratulate  the  town  on 
being  so  well  supplied. 

The  reservoir  is  of  sufficient  capacity  and  elevation,  the  pipes 
of  sufficient  size,  and  the  hydrants  so  located  as  to  render  any 
extended  conflagration,  if  not  impossible,  certainly  verv  im- 
probable.

We  think  no  town  or  city,  has  a  better  water  supply,  for  fire 
purposes  than  Franklin.

BUILDING   COMMITTEE. 

The  committee  untier  direction  of  the  vote  by  which  they 
were  appointed,  purchased  a  lot  of  the  Franklin  Falls  Co.,  on 
Central  St.,  64  feet  front  by  135  feet  deep.  By  the  deed  the 
Franklin  Falls  Co.,  waived  all  claims  for  damages  from  the  lay- 
ing out  of  a  street  40  feet  wide  on  the  East  side  of  the  lot.  The 
street  has  been  laid  out  by  the  selectmen  but  has  not  yet  been 
built.  The  committee  contracted  with  Danforth  &  Forrest,  of 
Concord,  for  the  errection  of  the  building  according  to  the  plans 
of  W.  L.  Butterfield,  Architect,  of  Manchester. 

The  contract  price  is,  $28,950.  This  does  not  include  how- 
ever frescoing,  plumbing,  heating,  lighting  or  furnishing.  Upon 
this  contract  the  committee  have  paid  to  this  date,  $19,600.
